TAFT TELLS PUBLISHERS 
HE WILL CONTINUE FIGHT 


The President Says Defeat Is 
Only Temporary, and He In- 
tends to Push the Matter as 
Long as He Has Power---Taft 
Declares He Is Not Trying 
to Get Even.

‘Washington, March 1.,—(Special.)— 
The agreement not to press for'consid- 
eration of President Taft's proposal to 
increase the rate of postage on the ad- 
vertising ‘sections of magazines, but 
to refer the subject to a committee for 
further investigation, is a defeat for 
the administration. The Georgia maga- 
zines which weuld have been affected 
by ‘the increase are Uncle Remus’s 
Home Magazine ang Watson's Jeffer- 
sonian. 

The elimination of this source of pos- 
sible conflict from the- bill, and the 
congested condition of the calendar, 
makes it seem now impossible to dis- 
cuss thoroughly the provision for in- 
creasing the number of postal inspec- 
tors. Senators whd would have probed 
this matter thoroughly, feel that there 
is not time now, when such a multi- 
tude of important measures are pend- 
ing, to bring out the truth of the mat- 
ter and draw an accurate line be- 
tween the legal and necessary employ- 
ment of special inspectors, and the 
abuse of appropriation made by con- 
gress for carrying out the law. 

When the democrats organize Thurs- 
gday an investigating committee will be 
named t6 go into this matter thorough- 
ty. a 

Taft Talks Plainly to Publishers. 

Magazine editors and publishers 
from various parts of the country 
called on President Taft today to urge 
further investigation into the postal 
fates that their publications should 
pay. The president welcomed the visit 
of the publishers, whose spokesman 
was T. J. Zimmerman, editor of Sys- 
tem, and in answering them declared 
that as long as he was in office, he 
was “going ahead to bring about a 
proper adjustment of magazine rates. 

“You may ‘be able to defeat the pres- 
ent proposal,’ the president told them. 
“These things are frequently capable 
of defeat.for a time, b as long as 
I have any power I shaN recommend 
the consideration of this Question un- 
til it, is settled. It ig mot in\the slight- 
est spirit of hostility to the maga- 
zines that I have made this recom- 
mendation, but. because I am responsi- 
ble for the government of the United 
Statés and the administration of it.” 

The president told them, in response 
to their request for an investigation 
that the government had spent $250,- 
000 in searching for data since his 
recommendation nedrly two years ago 
in regard to the matter.

Walling Says Girl Is Not 
Entitled to It. 


Wealthy Writer Tells How He 
Met Miss Grunspan in Paris 
--Quite Friendly at Third 
Meetins---He Denies There 
Was Talk of Matriony. 


New York, March 1.—William Eng- 
lish Walling, the wealthy socialist and 
writer, testified in his own defense at 
a night session of the hearing of the 
$100,000 breach of promise suit brought 
against him by Anna Berthe Grunspan. 
He testified that he first met the 
plaintiff on the Champs Elysees in 
Paris, in June, 1905. 

“IT was walking with a friend,’ Wall- 
ing said, “and we saw two young 
women walking along. I said to one, 
‘My friend thinks he knows you.’ We 
talked about the way Parisian men 
met and talked witlf women on the 
streets at night. Finally we took a 
cab to an amusement place—a cheap 
sort of Coney Island.” 

“What took place in the cam”’ 
was asked. 

“The same sort of talk about the 
streets of Paris. She put her head on 
my shoulder on the way home.” 

Quite Friendly on Third Meeting. 

Walling said he met Miss Grunspan 
again in a few days, and they became 
quite friendly on the third meeting. 
They were together frequently after 
that. He denied giving her a ring or 
any token of engagaement. 

Toward the end of June she ‘told me 
siie could live nicely on 200 francs a 
month, and if I would give her that 
sum she would not have to work,” 
Walling continued. “On June 30 there 
were massacres in Russia, and I want- 
ed to know what was going on. It was 
decided that she should go along, as 
She had brothers there from whom 
she had not heard for several months. 

“I went to the embassy and got the 
passport for myself and wife. They 
asked me if I was married, and I 
found myself getting into deep water. 
[,said yes, and they asked my wife's 
name. I said Anna Berthe.” 

Walling testified that he and Miss 
Grunspan also lived together in Bere 
lin and in Switzerland. 

There was no talk of matrimony. 
There was a settlement, Walling de- 
clared, when they separated in Switz- 
erland. He thought it was a “very 
square one.” 

Their next meeting, Walling testi- 
fied, was in Paris in June, 1906. Wall- 
ing’s fiance, Miss Strunsky, to whom 
he said he had shown Miss Grunspan’s 
letters, was with him. There was a 
scene and Miss Grunspan cried and 
said she was going to drown herself. 

“Did you ever deceive her in any 
way?’ asked his counsel. 

“T don’t think anything 1 ever said 
or did deceived her five minutes,” 
Walling answered. “I think she wum- 
derstood perfectly all our relations at 
the time we were together.”

IPANAMA CANAL BONDS 
NOT FOR THE BANKS 
Issue of $290,( 000,000 Can’t Be 


Used at Security for 
Notes. 


Washington, March 1.—The house to- 
day passed the “bill recommended by 
Secretary of the Treasury Mac Veagh, 
providing that none of the $290,000.- 
000 of Pamama canal bonds author- 
ized in the Payne tariff law shall be 
received as security for the issue of 
circulating notes. 

The purpose of the legislation, it is 
said, is to protect the $700,000,000 of 2 
per cent United States bonds now out- 
standing from depreciation. The new 
bonds are to bear a rate of 3 per cent, 
but without the circulation privilege 
they will not be as valuable to the na- 
tional banks as are the 2. per cent. 

The treasury department proposes 
to issue the 3s in small lots as in- 
vestment bonds, pure and simple, any 
expects to get a market from indi- 
viduals rather than from any of the 
big banking houses or firms.

BY REPUBLICANS 


In Regard toCommittees 


in Next Congress. 


The Insurgents Fear That the 
Old Guard May Attempt to 
Determine the Committee 
Assiggnments---The Democrats 
Will Not Interfere in Matter. 


Washington, March 1.—(Special.)— 
With the prospect of an extra session 
immediately following March 5, and 
the organization of the new house with 
the democrats in the majority, the re- 
publican minority is beginning to 
worry over the committee assignments 
they will receive, and how the assign- 
ments will be distributed. Especially 
are the progressive, or insurgent, re- 
publicans concerned over this matter, 
for they fear the old guard regulars 
ywill have it in their power to determine 
all assignments, and thus balance books 
for all the trouble the progressives 
have made for them during the last 
two sessions. 

The democrats have let it be Known 
that they purpose permitting the re- 
publicans to make their own commit- 
tee asignments in any manner they 
see fit. Heretofore, the minority mem- 
bers have been assigned to committees 
by the speaker on the recommendation 
of the minority leader. But, having 
decided on a committee on committees 
themselves,*the democrats concede the 
republicans the right to exercise the 
same method of committee assign- 
ments. 

If the republicans follow the course 
of the democrats, they will hold a cau- 
cus to decide how the minority ends of 
the various committees shall be made 
up. If they follow still further In the 
footsteps of the democrats, they will 
select the seven minority members of 
the ways and means committee and 
constitute them a committee on com- 
mittees. 

Two Must Lose Heads. 

Every republican now on the ways 
and means committee naturally is de- 
sirous of holding his place, and that 
means a contest, for there are nine of 
them, and there will only be seven 
places on the committee. If the senior- 
ity rule is adhered to, Payne of New 
York, Dalzell of Pennsylvania, McCall 
of Massachusetts, Hill of Connecticut, 
Needham of California, Fordney of 
Michigan and Longworth of Ohio will 
constitute the minority of thenew ways 
and means committee; while Dwight of 
New York and Ellis of Oregon will be 
dropped. 

However, Representative Dwight, 
who is the present republican whip, is 
understood to be determined to hold 
a place on the committee, and in this 
he is said to have the backing of 
Speaker Cannon and other old guard 
leaders. It has been suggested that 
Longworth of Ohio will be eliminated 
in order to make way for Dwight, and 
that this will be engineered by the 
Cannon forces not only to please the 
New Yorker, but also to punish the 
Ohioan for coming out against Cannon 
during the last campaign. 

Be that as it may, the most casual 
inspection of the probable personnel 
of the minority membership of the 
ways and means committee offers pre- 
cious little hope or encouragement to 
the progressive republicans, in event 
this minority is to be made the com- 
mittee on committees. There is not 
one of the seven men who has any 
progressive tendencies, or any sym- 
pathy with the pregressives, unless it 
be Longworth, and, as has been indi- 
cated, he may give way to Dwight. 

. Te Deo Wishes of Regulars. 

Such a committee on committees 
could be relied on to work absolutely 
the wishes of the regulars, and to give 
the progressives scant consideration 
in parceling out the desirable assign- 
ments. ° 

It is not to be understood that the 
republicans expect to have a great deal 
to do with the legislation of the next 
house. and their concern over commit- 
tee assignments ig not due to the idea 
that by getting certain places they may 
be able to accomplish much in the way 
of getting bills through. It is the 
future—the sixty-third or the sixty- 
fourth congress—that concerns the re- 
publicans. They believe that the dem- 
ocrats’ will not retain control of the 
house for more than one or two terms, 
at best, and when the republicans come 
back into power the committee as- 
signments they have had as minority 
members will have much to do with de- 
termining the chairmanship and im- 
portant berths they will secure. 

For instance, if Representative 
Payne, of New York, is made the rank- 
ing minority member of the Ways and 
means committee, he will naturally be- 
come again the chairman of the’ com- 
mittee if the pendulum swings back 
and the republicans gain control again, 
provided he is stil) a member of the 
house. 

This means that if the progressives 
are discriminated against in the as- 
signment of minority places in the 
next house, they will be heavily handi- 
capped in their efforts to come to the 
front when their party has control of 
affairs again. 

Another thing that concerns the pro- 
gressives is the question as to who 
wilt be the minority leader in the next 
house. It seems to be generally as- 
sumed that Speaker Cannon will be the 
real, if not the titular minority leader, 
as his friends say his long experience 
in the house and his recognized abil- 
ity will make him the strongest indi- 
vidual factor on the republican side of 
the floor. The minority leader can do 
little save make trouble for the major- 
ity, and Mr. Cannon is pointed to as 
pre-eminently the man to make the 
greatest and the most varied kinds of 
trouble for Speaker-to-be Champ Clark 
and his democratic cohorts. 

Cannon as Floor Leader. 

Moreover, the regulars will be de- 
cidedly in the majority in the minority 
caucus, and will have it in their power 
to vote Mr. Cannon into the position of 
titular leader, if they so desire. As the 
floor leader, controlling the minority 
time in all the debates, Mr. Cannon 
will have it in his power to give the 
progressives little opportunity to shine 
in the cohtests that will mark the pro- 
ceedings with interest. Mr. Cannon has 
always been Known as a man with a 
good memory for his enemies, and none 
of the progressives would expect much 
consideration at his hands.

NEW MEXICO STEPS 
NEARER TO STATEHOOD 


House Gives Formal Approval 
to the Constitution 


dopted. 


Washington, March 1.—The house to- 
day gave its formal approval to the 
constitution of New Mexico, advancing 
that territory another step toward 
statehood. 

The constitution of Arizona has not 
yet reached Washington, and cannot be 
acted on until the next session of con- 
gress. 

In the debate on the approval of the 
constitution the statement freely was 
made that’ President Taft might not 
approve the Arizona constitution when 
it does arrive, because of the recall 
provision in reference to the judiciary. 

Representative James, of Kentucky, 
called attention in this connection that 
the committee on territories handed 
down the precedent in its report on 
New Mexico that congress has no 
right to disapprove a constitution of 
a new state provided, first, that it is 
shown to be the will of the people at 
a fairly-conducted election: second, 
that it is republican in form, and 
third, that it conforms to the enabling 
act. Mr. James said this precedent 
should stand, and under it neither con- 
gress nor the president could have the 
right to disapprove the Arizona con- 
stitution provided it meets the re- 
quirements very properly laid down 
by the committee. 


NAVAL MONEY MEASURE 
REPORTED TO SENATE 


Lawyers Say the Provision 
Against Trust Is In- 
effective. 


Washington, March 1.—The naval 
appropriation bill was reported to the 
senate today the naval program, 
as amended includes two first-class 
battleships, a submarine tender and 
two gunboats. The bill appropriates 
$126,400,838, an increase of $1,190,700 
over the amount fixed by the house. 

Under an amendment adopted to- 
day, the eight-hour law will apply 
Only to the construction of battle- 
ships. An unsuccessful effort was 
made to have it extend to the entire 
construction program. 

The senate retained 
of the house bill declaring that 
part of the appropriations for the 
building of battleships shall be paid 
to any concern which operates as a 
combination in restraint of trade. 
This provision, which was offered in 
the house by Representative Stanley, 
of Kentucky, is directed at the steel 
trust. Lawyers in the senate say it 
will be ineffective, as the navy de- 
partment cannot discriminate against 
any concern until] the courts heve de- 
clared what concerns are a part of 
the so-called steel trust.

Washington, March 1.—The supreme 
lodge of Knights of Pythias, against 
which John H. Turpen, a certificate 
holder of what is known as the fourth 
class, recently began proceeding 
charging and claiming that $40,000 
had been diverted from one fund to 
another in the’ organization, today 
filed a plea in abatement in the dis- 
trict court. The plea asserts that the 
circuit court of Indiaha at Indianapolis 
had assumed jurisdiction of both the 
subject matter of the suit and the as- 
sets of the lodge, and out of comity 
the court should decline to proceed 
pending the decision of the Indiana 
court.

OMEN HELD f 
FOR WINN'S DEATH 


‘Annie Stevens and Dora 
Wilson Locked in Meck- 


lenburg Prison. 


Charlotte, N. C., March 1—As the 
result of the coroner's investigation 
into the death of Al G. Winn, a trav- 
eling salesman of New Orleans, gt the 
Leland hotel, in this city, yesterday, 
Annie Louise Stevens, with whom Winn 
had lived as man and wife since No- 
vember 20, and Dora Wilson, a boon 
companion ‘of the Stevens woman, are 
now in the Mecklenburg county jail, 
charged with murder and accessory be- 
fore the fact. 

The theory of suicide which pre- 
vailed at first, gradually gave way be- 
fore the Stevens woman's utter con- 
tradiction of her statements of yester- 
day and the damaging testimony of a 
physician, who examined the dead man 
a few moments after the shooting. 

When cbnfronted with the fact that 
Winn had a living wife in Asheville, 
N. C., the supposed wife broken down 
and admitted that she had never mar- 
ried him, but had married Archie Dick, 
a Texas ranchman, in Eufaula, Ala., 
her home, six years ago. A telegram 
from th: chief of police of HKufaula 
states that the woman is from one of 
the first families in that town. 

The two women ‘Were found in a 
room adjoining the one in which Winn 
was found in a dying condition with 
the door between the rooms unlocked. 
They deny having heard the pistol 
shot. 

George Delamore, a prominent busi- 
ness man of New Orleans, father-in- 
law of Al G. Winn, and his son, BE. M. 
Delamore, and wife, arrived in Char- 
lotte tonight, and, after investigating 
the circumstances surrounding the 
death of Winn, announced their de- 
termination to prosecute the case to 
the fullest extent of the law. The re- 
mains Will be taken tomorrow to Ashe- 
ville, where the party will be joined hy 
Mrs. Winn, and from there to New 
Orleans, the burial to take place in 
the latter city.

United States Accused by Ze- 

‘Taya of Aiding in Rebellion. 
Zelaya Charges That United 
States Would Seize Central 
American Republics. 


New Orleans, March 1.—In a sixteen- 
page pamphiet bearing the title “Ref- 
Ubtation of the Statbhments of President 
Taft,” received here today from Brus- 
Sels, Jose Santos Zelaya, exiled foremr 
president of Nicaragua, indulges in bit- 
ter denunciation of President Taft and 
this government's policy of aggression 
in Laetin-America. 

He brands President Taft as a silan- 
Gerer, accuses the United States gév- 
ermment of having “shamelessly aided 
the rebellion” in Nicaragua, having 

consciences to further s 
'. @eheme of aggrandizement” and warns 
Latin-Americans that the purpose of 
Taft administration is to seize the 
Central American republics. 

The pamphlet has been widely dis- 
. tributed. 

Taft's Message Brought Attack. 

._Zelaya’s latest attack upon the Taft 
@dministration was called forth by 
what he terms “unjust accusations, full 
of bitterness against me,” contained 
in the president's annual message to 
congress in December. 

In that paper President Taft. re- 
ferred to Zelaya as “the disturber of 
Central America,” said the people of 
Nicaragua were finally driven into re- 
bellion by his lawless exactions and 
that Zelaya violated the laws of war- 
fare by the “unwarranted execution of 
two American citizens who had regu- 
larly enlisted in the ranks of the rev- 

lutionists.” 

Zelaya proceeds to discuss our “in- 

ference” in Cuba, Santo Domingo, 
Panama, etc., and declares that the 
conduct of the United States has given 
“a solemn denial to this candid illu- 
sion,”—the Monroe doctrine. In place 
of the Monroe doctrine, he says, the 
United States government has adopted 
the policy of “America for the 
Yankees.” 

Referring to the recent Nicaraguan 
revolution “which finally brought about 
his downfall, Zelaya says: 
Charges United States With 

“The United States government 
Shamelessly aided the rebellion; it 
took the part of the rebels against my 
government, it bought consciences, 
promising the intrigants to give them 
the country in return for concessions 
ruinous to the latter. 

“The battle was unequal, and my 
withdrawal from power, of which 
President Taft, gives a false explana- 
tion, only took place when I had ac- 
quired the conviction that it was im- 
possible to undo the web of. treasons 
and small villainies which the United 
States government had plotted for the

Nashville, Tenn., March 1.—Argu-

Mr. Williams, while he did not 
recommend it in all itg cgmplexities, 
reviewed the system in operation in 
Germany, and said that it is nothing 
but fair ang right to render a govern- 
ment service based on proper charges 
for distance and service rendered, and 
that such would be toward the devel- 
opment and extension of business and 
to the interests of the people as a 
whole. y 

Postmaster A. W. Wills, of Nash- 
ville, again spoke against the general 
cels post. Jere Whitson, of Cooke- 
ville, again spokeagains t the general 
proposition, but said that if it were 
decided that parcels post was inevit- 
able, that he thought it wise, as a 
matter of policy, to take a stand for 
the best leg¥slation of the kind that 
has a chance.

The 
new passenger equipment will include 
35 first-class coaches, 20 full postal 
cars, 10 combination passenger and 
baggage cars, and 4 dining cars. The 
locomotives will. be of the heaviest 
type, designed for the most. efficient 
and economical sérvice, and the pas- 
senger equipmént will be of the highest 
class.

During his gemeral criticism of the 
forest service Mr. Heyburn said that 
in one way and another congress is 
appropriating almost $8,000,000 an- 
nually for the protection of the for- 
ests. 

Foresters Collect Bounties. 
He charged the foresters with using 
the reserves for their own benefit. He 
alleged that they profit by collecting 
bounties for killing wild animals. 
“They create the reserves, prevent 
others from hunting, kill the game 
themselves and then collect from the 
state. They have a private snap,” he 
said. 
Senator Clark, of Wyoming, de- 
nounced the forestry system in warm 
terms, and in doing so warned the 
eastern senators that the time «would 
come when they would rue the day 
that they had procured the establish- 
ment of reserves in the White moun- 
tains ang the southern Appalachians.

Simmons, superintendent of transpor- 
tation. 

It was alleged by the petitioners 
that practically every car operated by | 
the company from Atlanta to the three 
points 
crowded during rush hours. 

According to figures submitted by 
President Arkwright, the average ex- 
cess during the rush hours is thirteen 
passengers to the car, the average seat- 
ing capacity per car being forty-seven. 
Colonel Bradwell, representing the 
passengers, declared that the figures 
produced by the company were ex- 
tremely conservative, and he presented 
figures whfch have been collected by 
patrons of the line during rush 
hours anc which showed that in nu- 
merous instances the cars have car- 
ried more than twice t.eir seating ca- 
pacity.

RULES HIGH COURT 


An Insufficient Fender Costs 
Street Car Company 
$5,000 


The court of appeals on yesterday 
overruled the motion of the attorneys 
for the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company for a rehearing in the case 
of Mrs. Ada Bailey against that com- 
pany. in which a verdict was rendered 


in the city court of Atlanta in the sum 
of $6,000 as damages, and which ver- | 
dict was approved by Judge Reid, of 
the city court of Atlanta. 

The case was tried in the city court 
during the year 1910, and involved the 
legality of the ordinance adopted by 
the city of Atlanta requiring the street 
railway companies to attach to all 
of their cars operated in the city fend- 
ers of the most approved and modern 
design, to prevent injury to pedestrians. 

The attorneys for the plaintiff con- 
tended that the car causing the injury 
to the plaintiff was not equipped as 
provided by the ordinance, and was 
operated with a mere substitute or 
mekeshift fender, and that if the car 
had been equipped with a modern, im- 
proved fender, the plaintiffs injury 
would have been prevented. 

The jury before whom the case was 
tried in the city court returned a ver- 
dict in the sum of $5,000 in behalf of 
the plaintiff, and the attorneys for 
the defendant company promptly made 
a motion for new trial, which was over- 
ruled by Judge Reid. 

The street railway company appealed 
from Judge Reid’s decision to the 
Georgia court of appeals, which hand- 
ed down its decision Tast week, affirm- 
ing the ruling of Judge Reid and ap- 
proving the verdict of the jury in favor 
of the plaintiff. 

Counsel for the street railway com- 
pany then moved for a rehearing of 
the case before the court of appeals, 
on the ground that the decision was 
based upon a misapprehension of the 
record upon the appeal, but the refusal 
of the court of appeals to grant the 
rehearing makes the verdict in plain- 
tiffs favor final.

Editor Constitution: Newspapers 
claim to be, and should be, educators 
of the public. 

There is one point upon which the 
lartdlords of Atlanta badly need educa- 
tion. 

Many of them rent their houses or 
rooms, and when the tenant goes to 
move they forcibly detain the goods 
of the tenant. In some instances they 
go so far as to lock the tenant out of 
the premises and lock the goods in. In 
both acts, either forcibly detaining the 
goods or locking the tenant out, they 
violate the law and make themselves 
criminally liable. 

They confound the law that allows 
innkeepers and boarding-house keepers 
to retain the baggage of their guests, 
until the board is paid, with the rent 
law, th requires that the landlord

take a distress warrant and have it 
executed by an officer. 

There is scarcely a month that I do 
not have to issue a possessory warrant 
or a.«riminal warrant against some 
landlord for violating this law, and I 
suppose the other justices in the city 
have about the same experience, and 
in almost every instance the landlord 
has acted in ignorance of his or her 
rights under the law.

FOR TAFT VISIT 


President to Spend Busy 
Day Here. 


Arriving on Morning of March 
10, Chief Executive Will Wind 
Up Strenuous Day With Ad- 
dress at Auditorium---Roose- 
velt’s Reception. 


The executive committee on enter- 
tainment of the Southern Commercial 
Congress spent two hours yesterday 
afternoon in perfecting final arrange- 
ments, after hearing President Paxon’s 
account of an interview with Colonel 
Roosevelt and his visit to the white 
house, where he completed arrange- 
ments for the entertainment of Presi- 
dent Taft. 

General A. L, Mills, of the depart- 
ment of the gulf, met with the com- 
mittee by request and assisted in the 
arrangements for the entertainment 
and escort of the. president and ex- 
president. 

Those present were Brooks Morgan, 
chairman; F. J. Paxon, president; Geg- 
eral A. L. Mills, J. H. Nunnally, W. @ 
Cooper. 

The committee heard from a delega- 
tion from the Southern Commercial 
Congress, composed of Edwin IL. 
Quarles, secretary; G. Grosvenor Dawe, 
Managing director, and Dr. Clarence 
J. Owens, commissioner of agriculture, 
concerning certain features of the 
congress, after which they went into 
executive session and completed ar- 
rangements for the entertainment of 
President Taft and Colonel Roosevelt. 

Arrives on Tenth. 

The president will arrive by the 
Southern railway on the morning of 
the 10th. He will be met at Gaines- 
ville by a delegation consisting of 
General A. L. Mills, H. M. Atkinson, W. 
W. Finley, Mayor Courtland 8. Winn, 
Robert F. Maddox, J. H. Nunnally, Asa 
G@. Candler and Henry Jackson. 

Arriving in the city at 10:30 o'clock, 
he will,proceed by automobile to the 
Auditorium with officials of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce and the 
Southern Commercial Congress and the 
Seventeenth United States infantry as 
escort. - 

At the Auditorium a battalion of na- 
tional guard will be drawn up, and the 
officers of the national guard will be 
presented to the president in Taft hall. 
From Taft hall the president will pro- 
ceed to the main auditorium, where he 
will review the constructive forces of 
the south, there represented. 

From the Auditorium, at 12:30. the 
president wYll go to the Capital City 
Club, escorted by Colonel Paxon, or his 
representative.

Mrs. Wood, 
herself, has related, to the smallest 
detail, almost, every incident of her 
life since her marriage to Wood, try- 
ing to convincee the jury that she has 
suffered much; .wat she has not had 
fair play, and th. she is entitled to 
a righteous indignation which is being 
construed ag ar. evidence of insanity.

Chicago, March 1.—Thirty-five west- 
ern railroads decided today to make no 
appeal from the recent decision of the 
interstate commerce commission deny- 
ing the roads the right to increase 
freight rates. They will accept the 
decree of the commision as final. 

The decision was reached at a meet- 
ing today of representatives of the 
roads at the* Western Trunk Line As- 
sociation headquarters here. The 
Opinion was advanced by many that 
the roads would be unable to make 
any stronger showing before the com- 
merce court than that once the new 
commision, and that onsce the new 
court had ruled, its decree would be 
binding for two years. 

It also was argued that if the roads 
comply with the decree without ob- 
jection and withdraw the advanced 
tariffs before March 10, there will be 
an opportunity at a later date to sub- 
mit advances on certain rates, some 
of which may meet with favor.

‘PROTECTION WANTED 
BY SUB-CONTRACTORS 


Atlanta Builders’ Exchange 
Discusses Improvement in 
Methods at Meeting. 


Better methods of protecting sub- 
contractors for work done and material 
men for material put into buildings 
were discussed at length at the regu- 
lar quarterly meeting of the Atlanta 
Builders’ Exchange held at the M. & M. 
Club last night. 

Contraetars, sub-contractors, material 
men and representatives of bonding 
companies discussed the question from 
the viewpoint of all concerned, and, 
while it was conceded by all that there 
is need for improvem/nt itn existing 
conditioms, there was considerable 4i- 
versity of opinion as to how this im- 
provement may best be effected. 

Material men showed that the pres- 
ent method of bonding contractors fur- 
nished no protection to anyone save 
the property owner. They also pointed 
out that the lien law, as it has been 
construed by the courts, is almost 
worthless. This opinion was shared by 
the sub-contractors who expressed 
themselves. Both classes favor the 
enactment of a law requiring the prop- 
erty owner to have the contractor 
make bond to cover any and all in- 
debtedness incurred in the construc- 
tion of the building, or else be liable 
himself for all claims which may re- 
main unpaid. 

On the other hand, the representa- 
tives of the bonding companies, to- 
gether with -the general contractors, 
pointed out that the enactment of such 
a law world bring about almost end- 
less complicationse Too, it would take 
away the element of chance from the 
credit business which the sub-contrac- 
tor and material man does, it was 
stated. This, they said, no bonding 
company should be asked to do. 

The discussion occurred after the 
regular business meeting of the ex- 
change had been completed. An in- 
formal but thoroughly delightful din- 
ner was served before the business 
meeting was opened.
